Tna company left at 8:30 o'clock 
for Springfield, where for the present they 
will be stationed at the fair grounds.

AT THE ARMOBY. 


The mon had their guns, knapsacks and 


cartridge belts in readiness acd these 
were strapped on and as eaoh man when 
he bad prepared blmielf was ordered to 
the armory on the third floor of the 
building. While the men were making 
their final preparations many person! vis- 
ited the armory to say good bye. Mothers, 
sUters and sweethearts bestowed tearfnl 
kisses upon those who were dear to 
them. Some of the women who had boys 
in the company bore np well and many 
of tho older women, who perhaps had 
seen others of their family go to war be- 
fore, cried bitterly when they said good 
bye. The boys themselves conducted 
themielves admirably.

It was difficult for one to 
reach the nun he wanted to see, but thoie 
wfto had friends In tbe company were de- 
termined to get close enough to say good 
bye again. There was many a clinging 
handshake and tears were seen In tbe eyes 
of many of those whc said farewell again 
and again. 


Those at the d-jpot. had a strong feeling 


for the boys and many a heart wsnt out 
to them when they left the city. Tbe time 
for leaving had pasted when it was said 
that the company could not leave nntll 
10:56 o'clock. The bngle was sounded 
and tbe men were bioaght together. 
There had been some misunderstanding 
abont the time of leaving and when the 
crowd learned that tbe company would 
probably not leave nntll 10:65 many left 
the depot, but there was itill a largo 
crowd left.

A train of seven cars loaded with mill 


tU wai wrecked this morning at about 9 
o'olook nice miles sooth of Sullivan. 
Tares coaches and a baggage car were 
ditched bnt only one man was hart and 
his Injuries wero not serious. The mem- 
bers of Company Q, 4th regiment, were 
on the train. The; were from Effingbara 
and man; of thorn were students of the 
Anitln college. There wero 117 men be- 
side* the officer!. 


The train was composed of^ six coaches

At 
a point nine miles south of Sullivan one 
of ton cave jumped the track and thia 
canted three of Ibe coaches and the box 
car to be dltch»d. The only man In- 
jured was Sergeant Cljde PMffer. He 
had one band badly mashed. Ibe mem 
btrs of the company said that they did 
not understand just how they escaped be- 
ing iojared or killed, and felt fortnuate 
tbat they bid escaped 
All of the caw 


were derailed. 


The wreck train from Decatnr waa at 


once nailed and went to the scene of th 
accident. A ramor reached the Decato 
offices tbat a number of pergoni had bee: 
killed ana many injured and In order tc 
ba prepared surgeons were taken on 
train wbioh started from Bement." I 
was afterward learned here that thcr 
wore DO fatalities. 


Several coaches were sent cut and th 


men on the train were transferred and 
brought to Decatar, where they were 
again transferred to a train which took 
them to Springfield. They did not arriv 
in this oity until 3:20 p. in. and they 
were due here at 10:45. 


The report that an accident bad ooonr 


red on the railroad was epread abont tb 
city and several hundred penona were a 
the depot when the troops reached th 
oity. Many persons waited at the depo 
far hours to see the men when they pawn 
through.

This 
movement for tbo relief of the starring 
people has been going on all of tbe time 
at Sagna, and letters have been received 
here of as late a date as a week ago Sun- 
day ahowlcg that there were still supplies 
left, which were being faithfully distrib- 
uted, oven in the absence of the United 
States consuls. The president desires to 
send in more supplier, but is cat. anxious 
to risk the lives of soldlerr, acd hence 
proposes to utilize the Bed Cross eoolety 


if It can possibly be done. An Independ- 
ent movement Ia to be tha opening np of 
communications with Gomez and tbe es- 
tablishment of a permanent base from 
wbloh later on operations will bo begnn 
in tbe rear of Havana. The navy depart- 
ment has had before it today Cuban en- 
gineers perfectly familiar with tbe condi- 
tions at the port of Sagua.
